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PREFACE 


By its provision of free library facilities to all citizens 
of the state Baroda enioys a unique distinction not only among 
the other States of India but among its provinces also. One 
may even go further and affirm that with England and the 
United States of America, Baroda occupies a position of 
leadership in the extension and efficiency of its library service. 
The whole state covering an area of over eight thousand square 
miles IS dotted with libraries and reading rooms. Their 
number exceeds fourteen -hundred giving a library to every 
5-7 sq. miles of area. In addition to these stationary institu- 
tions there arc about four hundred travelling library boxes 
which make continuous rounds of the whole state. 

TTieir aim, their origin and their organization are 
described in a pamphlet called “ The Souvenir of a Visit to 
Baroda Libraries. ’’ ‘Baroda State Press’ 1940. The present 
volume contains a report of their working in 1938-39.

8. The decrease in circulation and the number of readers 
is rather remarkable. The reluctance to 
Notes on figures, come to the Library is partly attribu- 
table to the expansion of the City owing to which distances 
between the Library and the residences of readers arc incre- 
asing. But the decrease is not thus wholly accounted. 
Analysing the figures one notices that the greatest falling-off 
has occurred in the Mahila Library, and the Children’s 
Library. There the change-over to the new system of issuing

teaders* cards has not met with success. Readers used to get 
books on the oral recommendations of their friends whom the 
librarian knew. Now they have to apply on the regular form 
used in the mam library. It is hoped that in a year more the 
change will not bite off such a large section of readers. 


9. The following ladies’ clubs m different parts of the City 
served as distribution centres for the 
fi. circulation of books : (i) the Park Club 

e 1 rary premises. Chimnabai Stree Samaj (iii) the 

Mahila Kreeda Mandal and (iv) the Sayaji Gunj Ladies’ 
Club. In the first two the lady librarians of the department, 
Mrs. Anandibai Prabhudcsai and Mrs Suvarna Mehta worked 
voluntarily. In the third, Mrs K. Khristic and in the fourth 
Mrs. D. Muzumdar kindly agreed to work as Hon. Librarians. 
In the Alkapuri area where there was no club Mrs. Wadia 
kindly agreed to carry out similar duties.*** The department 
is grateful for their services. 


Reference Section 

10. About twenty five readers used the reference department 
every day. Books or information about 
Reference Library, ^^.^5 supplied td various depart- 

ments of the State. The shelves of the Gujarati and Marathi 
Reference Sections were thrown open to the public. Consi- 
derable use was made of the facilities thus provided. The 
librarians were however not pleased as the readers often 
disarranged shelves, damaged books and even stole them.

11. The Reference Librarians acted as the secretaries of the 
Book Selection Committees. They read 
reviews, collected suggeshons and pre- 
pared lists of books to be acquired. After 
getting them approved by the Committees, they ordered out 
the books and followed up the ordering with all the processes 
to which library books arc subjected both before they are 
made available to readers and after they have ceased to be 
used by readers. The personnels of the different Book 
Selection Committees are shown in appendix No. XII.

Rs. 264 were 
spent in payment of wages of tlie peon and the clerk’s 
allowance and Rs. 48-2-5 for miscellaneous expenses. The

During the year under report the Secretariat Library was 
inspected by the Curator with the help 
of a temporary staff. There were 9,503 
books on its accession register and 610 
on the discard register.

The 
details of the books as recorded in the accession register and 
the catalogue cards were different but this was got corrected 
during the progress of inspection from time to time. 

22. The problem of stock-taking was thus stated and sol ved:- 

„ , , , , Books are entered in the Library register 

talnng^ ^ chronological order and placed on 

shelves in a classified sequence. If we 
start checking from the register we liave to move to and fro 
between numcroas shelves. If we start checking from the 
shelves we have to turn over the pages of the regtstcr back- 
wards and forwards innumerable times. How to bring the 
books and their entries in one sequence so that checking may 
proceed smoothly is the core of the problem of stock-taking. 
This is done by introducing an intermediary called the shelf- 
hst. In this list each book is given a separate entry on a 
separate sheet. The entry shows besides tire author and 
title, the class number and the accession number. This list 
of mobile sheets is first arranged in the order in which books 
appear on shelves. It is checked against the books on shelves. 
Then it is shuffled and arranged in the order of the accession 
numbers. The list is then checked against the Accession 
register. The two checkings complete the stock-taking. In 
the first operation the staff for stock-taking is divided in 
batches of two. One takes up the shelf-list and the other 
looks up the shelf. As books arc found entries are ticked off. 
Unticked entries arc separately assembled as making a list of 
missing books. (List A). Uncalled books arc similarly 
assembled. (List B). When this checking is accomplished, 
the shelf-list cards are shuffled and arranged m the serial order 
of their accession numbers. And then the checking is done 
against the accession register. A list is made of those books 
which arc in the accession register but not in the shclf-list 
(List C). This list C is for the most part m agreement with 
list B, Accession entries for which correspondit*g books are 
found arc just provided with shelf-list cards; a few for which 
no books are found arc added to the list of missing books 
made at the first checking, List A. The two together consti- 
tute the final list of missing books.

library committees that the libraries ought to be scrupulously 
::lcan in appearance. Not only was regular dusting necessary 
but a clean and inviting appearance was called for. The 
weeding out of old and torn and shabby looking books was 
desirable. Where possible the planting of flower trees was 
impressed upon. Secondly the routine processes of library 
work like keeping of proper records were shown to be neg- 
lected. Teachers who did this work were advised to 
library training in one of the refresher classes in their districts 
Thirdly a way to overcome smallness of library grants was 
suggested . that of co-operative buying and using books, 
periodicals, etc., by Juth Maiidal libraries. Vijapur has taken 
the hint. Fourthly it was impressed on the Town libraries 
that unless they diligently set about the work of supervising 
the village libraries - a work enjoined upon them by rules - 
their grants were in danger of being curtailed.

34. In furtherance of the same object the Assistant Curator 
issued m consultation with the Curator 
bud ets^ Library a sciics of foul notices ill the ^T^uslaka- 
laya’' discussing the contents of village 
library budgets. It was levealed that the percentages of 
expenses as fixed in the departmental rules were far too 
commonly disregirded. The maximum amount tliat could 
be spent according to rules on newspapers, for example, is 
25 per cent. In actual practice the village libraries spent as 
much as 60 to 80 per cent on this form of literature. This 
was defeating the object of starting village libraries. The 
question was discussed not only in the notices but also orally 
with the librarians and library committees. It is hoped, the 
authorities concerned will view the budgets from the right 
angle m future. It was made clear that the department had 
no desire to make any inroads on the right of the people to 
frame their budgets. Typical budgets tor libraries graded 
by their annual income were given as specimens. 


35, During the year under report one Mahila and seven 
Village library buildings have been 
Library buildings. erected and five are nearing completion. 

Eight Village library buildings and one Mahila library 
building were sanctioned. 46 district and town libraries, 
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8 mahila libraries, 5 children’s libraries and 98 village libraries 
have now their own buildings. 

State Library Association 

36. The Government sanctioned an annual grant of 
Ks. 1,000 to the State Library Association 
Associa- appreciation of the valuable work it 
is doing in furtherance of the library 
movement. The Association helped in inspecting libraries, 
organizing training classes for librarians and holding library 
conferences. To create a taste for good reading, it continued 
to recommend books to the libraries for special reading. 
Training Classes were held at Ranapur m Baroda District, at 
Palsana in Navasari District, at Vadnagar m Mehsana District, 
and in Vervala in Amreli District The total number of 
village and town librarians under instructions at these centres 
was 135. 


37. The State Library Association organized Mahal Con- 
fcrences through its Mahal Association 
Conferences. discussed problems connected with 

library activity. A notable resolution was passed at the 
Vijapur Mahal Conference requesting all libraries to form 
their budget by group consultation.. Two groups have sent 
their lists of books for purchase. Khcralu Mahal Conference 
has unanimously passed a resolution advising teachers to 
start Adult illiteracy removal classes in each village and take 
all possible help of the local libraries concerned.

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APPENDIX XI 

Notes on the Baroda State Library Association 


1. The Baroda State Library Association was formed in 

the year 1924, mainly with the object 
in ^924^'^*^'°° co-operating with and assisting the 

State Library Department in the 
development and improvement of libraries in the State. 

2. It is a non-official body composed of persons 

interested in library ’cause and its objects 
are as unden- 


(1) To act as a connecting link between the Library 
department and the people of the State and 
thereby to promote their co-operation for the 
furtherance of the library movement, introduced 
in the State under the benevolent orders of 
His Highness the Maharaja Saheb-the father of 
the modern public library movement m India. 

(2) To explain to the people the benefits to be 
received from the Government and the Distnct 
Local Boards, and the amounts they themselves 
have to raise to secure these benefits. 

(3) To improve old libraries and prepare the 
ground for opening new ones, so that no town 
or village in the State may remain without a 
free public library. 

(4) To tram librarians in the proper discharge of 
their duties. 

(5) To hold meetings and conferences with a view 
to popularize the library movement. 

(6) To publish such literature as may help the 
libraries in the selection and classification of 
books. 

(7) To encourage the reading and study of selected 
works of well-known authors by holding exa- 
minations and awarding prizes to those who 
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show marked proficiency in the study of these 
books. 

(8) To encourage the formation of home study and 
reading circles. 

(9) To form district, taluka and sub-taluka associa- 
tions, to work under the directions of the 
Central State Associatipn, and 

(10) Generally to be as useful as possible to the 
Department in the efficient mariagement of the 
State aided libraries. 

3. Those who pay Rs. 250 are Patrons, those who pay 

Rs. 25 are life-members, and those who 
Membership. annual fee of Rs. 3 are ordinary 

members. Those of district, town and village libraries and 
reading rooms that pay Rs. 5, 3, or 1 respectively plus 3% of 
the annual Government grant they receive, can also be 
ordinary annual members. 

4. The fund of the association consists of:- 
Funds. 

(1) Fees from members. 

(2) Annual grant of Rs. 1,000 from the Government. 

(3) Annuargrant of Rs. 1,000 to be collectively 
contributed by the district local boards in the 
State. 

5. A library co-operative society “Pustakalaya Sahayak 

. , Sahakari Mandal Ltd.” has been started 

^ibray co-operative ^^^ject of:- 

(1) Helping libraries in the purchase of books and 
penodicals at concession rates from publishers, 

(2) Providing facilities for the safe investment of 
their funds, and 

(3) To publish a library magazine called “Pustaka- 
laya” in which reviews of books, reports of 
conferences and meetings, departmental circu- 
lars, selections from speeches and articles &c. 
are published. 

All State-aided libraries are required to subscribe to it. 
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6. At present there are 4 District, 39 Taluka and sub- 
taluka associations working under the 
Central State Library Association.
